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Low Mark 
in Asian 
War Dead

SAIGON (AP) - 
Eighty 


Americans were killed in action 
in Vietnam and Cambodia last 
week, the lowest toll in nine 
weeks, the U.S. Command re- 
ported today. But the number of 
American wounded increased 
sharply, from 364 the week be* 
fore to 643 for the week of June 
14-20. 


South Vietnamese forces re- 


ported 366 of their men killed 
and 1,071 wounded last week, 
110 fewer dead and 593 fewer 
wounded than the week before. 
The claimed toll of the enemy 
increased to 2,093 killed, from 
2,079 the week before. 


There was no explanation for 


the drop in allied casualties cou- 
pled with the increase in the en- 
emy's,

were killed in Cambodia and 255 
were wounded there, the U.S. 
Command said. It reported U.S. 
casualties in Cambodian opera- 
tions since April 29 now total 331 
killed and 1,477 wounded. 


The weekly summary raised 


total American casualties since 
Jan. i, 1961, to 42,754 killed and 
281,701 wounded, while the allies 
now claim a total of 652,296 Viet 
Cong and North Vietnamese 
killed in the war. 


In Cambodia, meanwhile, a 


military spokesman in Phnom 
Penh 
reported 
North 
Viet- 


namese troops attacked a major 
military base 27 miles north- 
west of Phnom Penh and fight- 
ing was continuing. 


The battle was three miles 


from Kompong Luong, site of an 
important ferry crossing on the 
Tonle Sap River and one of the 
links between the Cambodian 
capital and the country's north- 
ern provinces, many of which 
are now under control of the 
Viet Cong and 
North Viet- 


namese. 


The spokesman said he had no 


details of the fighting, but he de- 
nied a Japanese report from 
Bangkok that the Phnom Penh 
airport 
had 
been 
shelled 


Wednesday night. Officials at 
the airport said it was operating 
normally. 


; The spokesman also reported 
^QambodianQgilanes bombed ene- 
my positions at 15 miles north- 
east of Phnom Penh and said 
villagers in the area reported 
"about 100 Viet Cong killed." 


Thirty miles southwest of 


Phnom Penh, the Cambodian 
army drove two columns of ene- 
my troops 
to the southeast 


Wednesday after a series of ene- 
my attacks on Kompong Speu, a 
provincial capital retaken by 
the government nine days ago. 
Newsmen who traveled to Kom- 
pong Speu reported that heavy 
trucks were once more rolling 
through the town and down 
Highway 4 to Kompong Som, 
Cambodia's chief port and the 
site of its only oil refinery.

Israeli 
Bomb 2 
Syrian Bases

TEL AVIV (AP) - 
Israeli 


warplanes attacked two Syrian 
army camps near Damascus to- 
day, 
the Israeli military com- 


mand announced. The 
raids 


close to the Syrian capital were 
in retaliation for a heavy Syrian 
lank and artillery attack on Is- 
raeli posts in the Golan Heights 
Wednesday night. 


An Israeli spokesman said the 


air force attacked camps at Qa- 
tana, 16 miles southwest of Da- 
mascus, and Kiswah, 10 miles 
south of the city. He also report- 
ed an attack on another camp at 
Seijen, near Suwayda, 60 miles 
southeast of the capital. 


A Syrian army spokesman in 


Damascus confirmed 
the at- 


tacks on Qatana and Kiswah, 
saying the Israeli jets bombed 
and strafed the two towns. 


The Syrian spokesman said 


the Syrian air force and antiair- 
craft batteries challenged the 
raiders, but an Israeli spokes- 
man 
reported, 
"All Israeli 


planes are safe." 


The Israeli and Syrian ac- 


counts of the Golan Heights bat- 
tle Wednesday night differed 
sharply, as Israeli and Arab re- 
ports usually do. The Syrians 
claimed 
175 Israeli soldiers 


were killed or wounded; the Is- 
raelis said they had one killed 
and seven wounded. 


Al Baath, a Damascus news- 


paper which speaks for Syria's 
ruling Baath Socialist 
party, 


linked the raid to the new U.S. 
proposals for a Middle East set- 
tlement. Observers in Damas- 
cus said the Syrian attack indi- 
cated the Damascus govern- 
ment will not agree to a cease- 
fire which reportedly is part of 
the U.S. plan. Syria has never 
agreed to the U.N. Security 
Council's cease-fire resolution 


calling for a peaceful settlement 
of the Arab-Israeli conflict. 


the Arabs claimed their tanks 


and 
other 
armored 
vehicles 


crossed the 50-mile cease-fire 
line at dusk beneath a furious 
artillery barrage and inflicted 
heavy damage on two Israeli 
fortifications in the heights Is- 
rael captured from Syria in the 
1967 war. The Israelis said three 
Syrian tanks crossed the line, 
and that two were destroyed 
and the other fled. 


Israeli 
military spokesmen 


said their artillery, tank and air 
attacks silenced the Arab guns 
after two hours. 


It was the first reported at- 


tempt by Syrian ground forces 
to breach the cease-fire line 
since the 1967 war. A heavy Syr- 
ian artillery barrage on June 8 
killed an 18-year-old Israeli girl 
soldier and wounded 10 other 
young Israeli troops at one of 
the paramilitary farm settle- 
ments Israel has established on 
the heights.

Appalachia 
Aid Dear 
to Nixon

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


White Mouse is studying the 
multistale effort to develop Ap- 
palachia with an eye toward 
making- it the framework 
for 


president Nixon's "new federal- 
ism" approach to government 
grants-in-aid. 


During a recent six-state bus 


tour of the economically de- 
pressed region, officials of the 
Appalachian Regional Commis- 
sion said the idea is being ac- 
tively discussed with the White 
House. 


"In all likelihood, some form 


of national legislation to create 
a regional process of aid for all 
50 states will be proposed," said 
John D. Whisman, the states' 
regional representative to the 
commission. 


The 
Appalachian 
Regional 


Commission was established by 
Congress in 1965 to pour federal 
aid into the area and develop it 
on a coordinated, planned basis. 


The key element in the ARC's 


strategy is its insistence on lo- 
cal planning and initiative be- 
fore a federal grant is ap- 
proved. It requires that local 
areas form development dis- 
tricts 
consisting 
of 
several 


towns and counties to receive 
federal aid. 


Ralph Widner, the commis- 


sion's executive director, said 
the Appalachian approach "still 
has some bugs in it" as a na- 
tional policy. 


But he commented during the 


tour: "So far, Appalachia is the 
only part of the country that is 
trying in its own stumbling way 
to determine what a national 
growth policy should be." 


"We realize the new federal- 


ism we hear so much about is a 
reality in this region," said Gov. 
Robert E. McNair of South Car- 
olina. 


"We are approaching the time 


when Congress must extend the 
commission, let it die or make it 
a national policy," McNair add- 
ed. "We want to impress on 
Congress to make the regional 
concept a national policy." 


Nixon's "new federalism" 


plan still is on the drawing 
board with indications, ARC of- 
ficialsrsald', that it will 'Be laTd" 
out before Congress this fall. 


Commission sources said a 


critical time will be when the 
governors of the states involved 
meet this summer and decide 
whether to recommend the re- 
gional approach as a national 
policy. 


In the White House discus- 


sions, 
a 
commission 
source 


said, some Nixon advisers have 
expressed belief that the region- 
al approach does not carry the 
element of "political accounta- 
bility." 


Local planners iastead of poli- 


ticians are made responsible for 
carrying out the program, the 
argument goes, and would be 
able to take credit for any suc- 
cesses.

said.

Sever- 
al other states also filed suit, 
charging that Charles Pfizer 
and Co,, Olin Mathieson Chem- 
ical Corp., American Cyanamid 
Co., Bristol-Meyers Co., and the 
Upjohn Co., had conspired to 
fix prices and monopolize the 
manufacture of antibiotics. 


The drug companies, while 


denying liability, offered a total 
of $100 million in settlement of 
suits by Arkansas and other 
states, to be divided among the 
states and their consumers. 


L. Dale agreed to pay $17.5 mil- 
lion for approximately 501,000 
shares of Enquirer stock, Scrips 
announced Wednesday. 


In November 1968 Scripps was 


ordered to divest itself of its 59 
per cent of the stock in the En^ 
quirer, a morning newspaper. 
Scripps was granted a 4!kiay 
extension on a courtordered 
May )970 selling date.

WASHINGTON (AP) - the 


chairman of the Senate Com 
merce Committee says he wil: 
push for a bill giving a new fed- 
eral agency power to eliminate 
product hazards blamed for the 
deaths of 30,000 Americans and 
injuries to 20 million more. 


Sen. Warren G. Magnuson, D- 


Wash., made the announcement 
prior to today's opening hearing 
on the recommendations of the 
National Commission on Prod- 
uct Safety. 


The commission presented its 


final report to the President 
Tuesday and urged creation of a 
new agency to deal with product 
hazards that cost the nation 
more than $5.5 billion a year. 


The study group recommend- 


ed establishment of a five-mem- 
ber agency With exclusive au- 
thority in the field of consumer 
product safety. An advocate 
with responsibility to represent 
only consumers in proceedings 
before the new agency and oth- 
er regulatory boards would be 
named. 


The commission, appointed 


two years ago by former Presi- 
dent Lyndon B. Johnson, con- 
cluded that no federal agency 
has authority to enforce safety 
standards for consumer prod- 
ucts. It said state and local laws 
are nonexistent or ineffective 
and manufacturers 
generally 


have failed to take the lead in 
safety. 


"Because of the inadequacy of 


existing controls on product haz- 
ards, we find a need for a major 
federal role in the development 
and execution of methods 
to 


protect the American consum- 
er," 
the 
commission 
said. 


"Manufacturers have it in their 
power to design, build and mar- 
ket products in ways that will 
reduce if not eliminate most un- 
reasonable 
and 
unnecessary 


hazards." 


The commission defined con- 


sumer products as those used in 
or around the home, except 
foods, drugs, cosmetics, cars, 
insecticides, 
firearms, 
ciga- 


rettes and certain flammable 
fabrics—products regulated by 
ith'ec. federal agencks^' 
".The exposure of consumers 


to unreasonable consumer prod- 
uct hazards is excessive by any 
standard of measurement," the 
study agency said. 


The commission, which goes 


out of business Oct. 1, recom- 
mended consumers be permit- 
ted to file federal court claims 
for treble damages, individually 
or in class actions, against man- 
ufacturers which intentionally 
violate safety standards. 
What the Tonkin 
Gulf Bill Is 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Here 


at a glance is the Gulf of Tonkin 
resolution which the Senate vot- 
ed to repeal Wednesday: 


What it is: The Gulf of Tonkin 


resolution was requested by for- 
mer President Lyndon B. John- 
son in 1964, based on two al- 
leged North Vietnamese attacks 
on U.S. intelligence ships off the 
Vietnamese coast. It was passed 
by Congress by votes of 88 to 2 
in the Senate and 416 to 0 in the 
House. 


What it does: The key provi- 


sion "approves and supports the 
determination of the President, 
as commander in chief, to take 
all necessary measures to repel 
any armed attack against the 
forces of the United States and 
to prevent further aggression." 


How it was used: Though sen- 


ators denied any such purpose 
was intended, the resolution was 
subsequently used by the John- 
son administration as partial le- 
gal basis for dispatch of more 
than 500,000 U.S. troops to Viet- 
naro. 


Why is it controversial: Later 


accounts 
have 
questioned 


whether the Tonkin Gulf inci- 
dents occucred as ceported and 
Sen. 
J. W. Fuibright, D-Ark., 


who 
steered 
the 
measure 


through the Senate, has charged 
it was obtained by fraud and de- 
ception. 


Why repeal it? War critics 


have urged its repeal as part of 
the clearing away of "cold war 
debris" and the Nixon adminis- 
frstion has taken the position it 
is no longer relevant. 


Prospects? The amendment 


approved Wednesday will go to 
Sen£te.H,oi4se conference on the 
military sales bill with a good 
chance it will be approved and 
be included in Jtoe final legisla- 
tion.

Voting Law 
Has Aided 
Negroes

ATLANTA, Ga. (AP) — In the 


five years of its existence, the 
Voting Rights Act of 1965 has 
helped Southern blacks fashion 
a political punch that is leaving 
an indelible mark on the politics 
and politicians of the area. 


The act, hailed by then Presi- 


dent Lyndon B. Johnson as a 
"triumph for freedom as huge 
as any victory on any battle- 
field," was recently extended 
for another five years by Presi- 
dent Nixon. 


Here are some examples of 


black political gains since the 
act was passed: 


Nearly 1 million Negroes in 


the South have been added to 
voter registration /oils. 
,. jMcre then^OOb^iacks now hold 
elective* office 
in 
the seven 


states affected—Alabama, Geor- 
gia, 
Louisiana, 
Mississippi, 


South Carolina, Virginia and 39 
counties in North Carolina—as 
compared to a mere handful 
prior to passage of the act. 


And in each of these states 


Negroes are an increasing fac- 
tor at the ballot box as a result 
of political awareness and activ- 
ity. 


In Georgia, a Negro asking 


whites to "join me in a new po- 
litical emphasis" is running for 
governor for the first time in 
this century, and is conceded 
enough votes by the leading 
candidates to force a runoff in 
the Democratic primary in Sep- 
tember. 


The candidate, attorney C. B. 


King of Albany, is joined by 
blacks seeking such high offices 
as lieutenant governor and sec- 
retary of state. 


In Alabama, a Negro civil 


rights lawyer this year became 
the first man of his race to win 
nomination to the 
legislature 


since Reconstruction. 


In Virginia, blacks were elect- 


ed to city councils for the first 
time in such racially conserva- 
tive areas as Lynchburg, Empo- 
ria and Burkeville. 


In North Carolina, where no

WASHINGTON

Transportation Secretary John 
Volpe has told Congress the gov- 
ernment might be forced to na- 
tionalize the country's railroads 
if federal aid is withheld from 
the Perm Central and other 
lines. 


"If we do nothing, and all else 


fails, we only have the option of 
takeover of the railroads by the 
federal 
government," 
Volpe 


said Wednesday while testifying 
in support of a proposal to pro- 
vide $750 million in emergency 
aid for the railways. 


He told the House Interstate 


and Foreign Commerce Com- 
mittee the bankrupt Penn Cen- 
tral was badly managed and 
any government aid would be 
made at high risk. But chances 
of the firm, the nation's sixth 
largest corporation, recovering 
without federal help is a gamble 


at best, he said. 


In 
Chicago, 
meanwhile, 


Treasury Secretary David M. 
Kennedy told the Chicago Coun* 
cil on Foreign Relations the 
government should have made a 
"desperate" effort to save the 
railroad. But he said insufficient 
time was available to solve the 
firm's problems. He said other 
companies might face similar 
problems because "corporations 
operate with less cash than they 
used to." 


Committee response to the 


proposal was reluctant and 
sometimes angry. 


Rep. James Harvey, R-Mich.,

The report by the General Ac- 


counting Office said unsanitary 
conditions 
or 
contaminated 


meat were found in 44 of 48 Mid- 
western packing plants inspect- 
ed last year. Two of the offend- 
ing plants are, now closed and 
the. others have Improved sub-> 
stantiaily, the GAo said. 


It blamed continuance of "the 


conditions over a period of 
years on lax inspection and fal- 
tering enforcement • by the de- 
partment's Consumer and Mar- 
keting Service, which is respon- 
sible for certifying the nation's 
3,200 federally inspected pack- 
ing plants to receive federal 
grading services. 


GAO investigators said they 


found carcasses contaminated 
with feces and hair, observed 
flies, cockroaches and rats, not- 
ed the use of dirty equipment 
and the contamination of meat 
by rust, by cooling fluids and by 
plaster, paint and dirt. 


The report appeared to sub- 


stantially confirm charges con- 
sumer 
advocate Ralph Nader

Both the GAO and the Agri-
